3. Install Rnvil of Down [Maximum Installation] - will copy approxi- 
mately 30 MB of files to the chosen driue and path for game play 
efficiency. 

4. ESC - Exits without installing. 

E. After the installation of files to the hard drive is completed, the HMI 
Sound Operating System Setup Utility will be displayed. This will allow 
you to configure finwl of Dawn to your digital audio and MIDI deuices. 

It is recommended that you choose flato Detect to configure your digital 
audio deuice. The Sound Operating System Setup Utility will not auto 
detect for MIDI deuices. Vou must manually select your MIDI deuice by 
choosing the Select MIDI option. If the setup program is unable to auto 
detect your digital audio deuice, you may manually select it by using the 
Select Digital option .
